the Countreys of his anthoritie. My bro- 
ther deſiring ro releeve it, had made a ſud- 
den prefſe for Souldiers, intending with 
all ſpced ro march downe with his army 
to raiſe the ſiege; apd becaulc it could not 
ſo ſoon be ready , he pur Monfieur Bals- 
ny into the Towne , to ſultaine rhe ſcige, 
expetting the comming of the Army to re- 
lieve the Towne : As, he was on theſe 
preparations, and began todraw his for- 
ces together, the warre with the Hugue. 


nots did interpoſe it ſelfe,, which' cauſed | 


him to disband his croupes,to inroll them-

means and opportunirtie to releeve Cam- 
bray, from whence Monficur Balsny , who 
had already endured the fury of the ſiege, 
ſent my Brother word, tharhe would give
